WASHINGTON, D. C., November 18.— 


The most noticeable revolution of sen- 
timent since the election of Gen. Gar- 
Geld is the sodden change of politics in 
the different departments of tbe Gov- 
ernment here. As a case ia point, in 
the State Department it is well known 
that at least two-thirds of the clerks 
were openly advocating the election of 
Hancock, and refused to subscribe a 
dollar to the Republican campaign 
fund. A distinguished Cabinet officer, 
calling attention to the entire absence 
of party fealty in this department par- 
ticularly, said to-day that on one occa- 
sion during the campaign, having busi- 
ness at tbe Department of State, and 
catling at the office of the Chief Clerk 
S. A. Brown, he found a portrait ol 
Gen. 
Hancock hanging conspicuously 


over his desk, and, in calling his at ten 
tion to the fact, he was surprised to 
learn that this gentleman was strongly 
in tbvor of Hancock's election, remark- 
ing that this department was indepen 
dent ol petty politicians and party 
managers, whoever they might be. The 
Cabinet officer said that the incoming 
Administration would pursue a policy 
in such matter!) as would thoroughly 
purge all the departments of such of- 
fensive material. He added : "I have 
always maintained that there was noth 
ing to be gained in nourishing an ene- 
my in politics or war, as sooner or later 
they will betray you, and bite the hand 
that feeds them." This same gentle 
man laughingly added, that having oc- 
casion to call at the department since 
the election, he discovered that Mr 
Brown's portrait of Hancock had quiet 
ly disappeared, and no doubt, like bun 
dreds of others, he would before the 
inauguration claim always to have been 
a stalwart. The same authority sail 
further, ''I do hope that these abuse 
of Republican favors will be remedied 
and T have my eye on a large numbei 
whom I will name at the proper time." 
The Interior, Treasury and Post Office 
Departments are also conspicuous in 
this direction, and it is in many cases a 
disgrace to know that these persons are 
indorsed by prominent Republicans, an 
if the facts were known to their con- 
stituents they would make it very warm 
for them.

The evident dctcrmi 
nation of the Secretary to make the 
fight, and to bring into the contest in 
his behalf all the influences he can com 
mand, will, in their opinion, make him 
successful, It was remarked that Sec 
retary Sherman has never failed in a 
contest for the Senatorship. and he pre 
snmcd that he would not in this one 
It is authoritatively stated that Gsn 
Garficld has notified big friends that h 
wi.ll not interfere, and that the contest 
must be determined by the wishes o! 
the people and the strength of the 
candidates. 


Judging from the number of persons 


•who have already announced themselves 
as candidates for the clerkship of the 
Forty-seventh Congress, there will be a 
lively scramble for this position. The 
Western Republicans who have been 
here hare announced their determina- 
tion to insist upon the Speakertthip, and 
the contest will be therefore between 
Conger of Michigan and Kasson of Iowa 
both of whom have strong supporter?. 
In the event of Representative Frye's 
failure to succeed Hamlin as Senator 
from Maine, he will bs a formidable 
candidate on account of his parliamen- 
tary! experience and ability. The only 
candidates thus far presented for the 
clerkship are from Pennsylvania, and 
Gen. Harry White, wco was defeated for 
Congress, has formally notified his friend 
in Pennsylvania and here that he desiree 
the position. Should he secure a mtjor- 
ity ol the delegation and the 8peaker- 
ihip go West White's chances of suc- 
cess will be very encouraging.

Corn—The crop of corn shows no in- 


crease over that of last year, bnt rather 
s slight decline for the whole country. 
The Atlantic States all show an increase, 
particularly the States of New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania and Virginia. 
The Gulf States suffered Jfrora drought 
in the spring, and too much rain during 
the summer, except the State of Texas, 
which almost doubles her product. ID 
the States north of the Ohio river, 
Ohio and Michigan increase their yield, 
while Indiana and Illinois decrease. 
West of tbe Mississippi river, Iowa 
alone increased her yitld. On the Pa- 
cific slope, California shows an in- 
crease. 


Potatoes—The area planted in potatoes

in 1870, bnt in tbe total crop there is 
quite a decline. The yield per acre it 
reported this year on an average of 91 
bushels, against 96 in 18TO. and 6tfin 18W.
